Three candidates file wi

Although the polls have closed, three 
Associated Students Inc. candidates — all 
disqualified for failure to complete their 
interim campaign spending reports — are 
scheduled to plead their cases before the 
election complaint committee Monday. 

Sean South, candidate for ASI president, 
Adele Gray, candidate for director for unde- 
clared students, and Stephanie King, candi- 
date for director for Arts and Letters, will 
ask the committee for a reversal of the dis- 
qualifications made by Carol Ackerson, the 
ASI executive director. 

The committee has the option to declar 
part or all of the results invalid. 


Presidential candidates South and Victor 
Som received notified by Ackerson of their 
disqualification on April 15. Candidates for 
the director for School of Business Enrique 
Acosta and Todd Stellmacher were also dis- 
qualified and mailed notices that day. 

Gray and King, who were both running 
unopposed, were not disqualified until April 
17. 

Ackerson said she chose to deal with the 
candidates in contested positions first be- 
cause she felt the timeliness was important. 

“The issues most critical were the issues 
of those candidates in contested seats,” 


Ackerson said. 

She said she then went back and evaluated 
the cases of the candidates in the uncontested 
positions. 

“Tt was clear that the intent of the code was 
that if you did not get it in you were disquali- 
fied,” Ackerson said. 

In his statement to the committee, South 
contends his filing of his report April 15 at 
midnight was incompliance with the election 
codes because “the form was turned in, there- 
fore it was officially submitted.” 

The ASI election code lists the interim 
spending report as an item that must be sub- 
mitted to the vice president for student affairs. 
Immediately following Section 5, part C of 
the ASI election code states, “Failure to sub- 
mit any of these forms will result in disquali- 


Statewide candidates to address 
higher education at student summit

United States Congresswoman and 
California grubernatorial candidate Jane 
Harman is scheduled to address students 
at a higher education conference this 
weekend at the Sacramento Convention 
Center.

However, both Lt. Governor Gray Davis 
and businessman Al Checchi refused the 
debate, but Checchi did make effort to 
attend CHESS, the annual event hosted by 
the California State Student Association. 

However, a representative from 
Checchi’s office said Wednesday he would 
not be able to attend the confrence due to 
a scheduling conflict. 

The original debate format was quashed 


by Davis, who agreed to debate only if 
Checchi and Harmon would limit their 
campaign spending. Harmon and 
Checchi are financing their campaigns 
with their own money. They declined to 
do so. 

Other speakers at the conference in- 
clude Secretary of State, Bill Jones and 
the candidates for the office of Lt. Gov- 
ernor.

University recruitment bill to 
face Senate committee Monday

The Senate Appropriations Committee will 
discuss SB 1787 Monday, a bill that will en- 
courage college recruitment based on academ- 
ics and not solely on athletics. 

Sen. Steve Peace (D-El Cajon) introduced 
the bill, which was approved by the Senate 
Education Committee last month in a 9-0 vote. 
SB 1787 would require representatives of 
California’s state college systems to visit high 
schools on a regular basis in order to encourage 
high future enrollment in those systems. 


Peace realized the need for such recruitment 
after his children received phone calls from’ 
colleges because of their involvement with’ 
sports programs and not because of their grades. :

This week, Irene Pijoan completes 
a sojourn as Artistin Residence which 
culminates with a student-assisted 
show of large cut-paper and mixed- 
media artwork at CSUS’ Robert Else 
Gallery. 

The show is a conjecture of the 
convergence of emotion, intellect and 
sensation by way of her unusual blend 
of media and techniques. 

Although the title “artist in resi- 
dence” might conjure up images of 
some artist toiling behind aplate glass 
exhibit window, the term specifically 
denotes a person working and exhib- 
iting in an academic setting in which 
he or she does not teach. With Ms. 
Pijoan, a tenured professor at the pres- 

“tigious San Francisco Art Institute, 

‘ Yesidencies have varied from a full 

“year of literal lodging, such as the 
University of Georgia, to the seem- 
ingly mere moments at CSUS. 

“What a residency is about, usu- 
ally, is an artist who is given a time 
and space to work,” said Pijoan, “and 
in this case, my space is a gallery. So 

‘this is a process of students’ being 
able to participate and observe an 
artist work and to learn from that.” 





Pijoan adds that CSUS’ Robert 
Else Gallery is normally an exhibi- 
tion gallery, and not a work space; 
however, in this instance, it seemed 
appropriate to incorporate function- 
ing activities into that pre-show gal- 
lery space. 

To that end, students and she 
worked to create an approximately 
30-foot-long vertical representation 
of notable women from California’s 


49er gold country era. Some de-. 


picted individuals are perceived as 
virtuous, while others might be seen 
as users. Yet women of that period 
stand out as anomalous characters 
and colorful entrepreneurs — and 
often martyrs. Perhaps a main point 
is that women of the 1850s era gold 
rush were a relative sliver of the 
then extant populace, and Pijoan 
And her proteges have worked outa 
‘deliberate theme and execution to 
*geize upon these details. 
“You think about the stereotype

of the prostitute as the main female 
figures,” said Pijoan, “but women 
became rich by such activities such 
as baking pies for the miners, in- 
vesting, or being involved in politi- 
cal pursuits.” 

Depicted women range froma Chi- 
nese sex slave, to a Paiute Indian “lob- 
byist,” to an African-American finan- 
cier. These she confronts with her 
trademark amalgam of iconographics, 
alphanumeric characters and sym- 
bols, plus the added effect of shadow- 
driven, quasi 3-D cutouts. 

It should be added that this ex- 
cised roster of California pioneer 
women, and other works, uses a 
heavyweight paper; the seamless roll 
of specialty paper that she used to 
create the pioneering women piece, 
for example, cost about $120 — not 
to mention the approximately 130

Born in Switzerland to a Swiss 


mother and a Spanish father, Pijoan 
attended CSUS during the late 1970s, 
then finished her Master’s of Fine 
Arts degree at UC Davis. After sev- 
eral longer-term artist-in-residencies, 
where she experimented with many 
media including sculpture and paint- 
ing, she has now made her home in 
Berkeley, where she executes much 
of her work in a well-equipped home 
studio. 

Pijoan’s highly evolved intellect 
attempts to reconcile things sensual 
and emotional, with those of a tech- 
nical bent. This is especially notice-

Kormer student finds radio success

Charlie Weiss never got around to 
graduating from CSUS. He was too 
busy observing one of the most excit- 
ing eras in human history. 

Weiss saw Robert Kennedy the night 


- before he was killed. He met Ken Kesey, 


author of “One Flew Over the Cuckoos 
Nest” and civil rights activist Stokely 
Carmichael. He remembers his diner 
with Yogi Berra as one of the finer 
moments in his life. 

When Weiss enrolled at CSUS in 
1966, he was 16 years old. | 

For someone who grew up in 
Placerville, Sacramento was a big 
city. 

“It was like a metropolis to me,” 
he said. | 

Weiss began his stint at CSUS as 
a drama major. He wanted to act — to 
get into the “big ring.” 

But after a particularly grim se- 
mester within the major, he chose to 
spend his days with Stevie Wonder 
and Jimi Hendrix. He became a broad- 
casting major — and fell in love with 
broadcast radio. 

Weiss got his first taste of radio in 
1966, when he signed on at CSUS’ 
student-run station, KERS. The sta- 
tion eventually. evolved into KXJZ 
— a public radio station currently 
licensed through CSUS. 

His position at the radio station 
allowed him to follow current events. 

“At that time in the ’60s, things 
started to get pretty crazy, politically,” 
said Weiss, who decided to co-host a 
radio show called Crystal Reflections.

“Women soaring to greater 
heights in new Olympic sport

he has a toned, muscular 
frame.

only come from daily training. 

One glance is all that’s needed — 
there’s no doubt that sophomore 
Tracy Dahl is an athlete. 

Dahl is one of three women on the 
Sacramento State track and field team 
blazing anew andexciting trail thatis 
women’s pole vaulting. For Dahl, 
pole-vaulting has become a way of 
life. 

Dahl began pole-vaulting at Del 
Campo High School, where she was 
recruited by CSUS track and field 
head coach Joe Neff. 

Neff remembers es 
watching Dahl com- \ 
pete on the night of her 
high school prom. 

She had to clear a 
certain. height to ea 
qualify for the { 
next competi- / . 



















tion. Her date 
was anxious 
to get going 
as they were 
running late 
and had a lot 
invested in the 
evening. 

Dahl refused 
to leave until she 
made the qualify- 
ing mark. 

‘J like that girl. 
She has her priori- 
ties in order,” Neff 
recalled saying to | 
himself at the time. “4 346% 

The CSUS track vt . 
and field coach said he 
saw in Dahl what it 
takes to be an accomplished athlete in 
an event like pole vaulting — speed, 
strength, and an aggressive and com- 


petitive attitude. 

That was two years ago, when 
Dahl was clearing the bar at eight 
feet. She is now up to the 11-foot 
mark. Neff is confident she can goa 
few feet higher. 

The national pole vaulting record 
for women is 14 feet, 7 inches. 

“Mentally, itis really hard,” Dahl 
said. “Sometimes the worst days end 
up being your best.” 

ahl is a criminal justice 

major and is minoring in 

psychology and hopes to 
combine the two as a criminal psy- 
chologist.’ 

She has a very Bae. schedule at 
CSUS. 

She currently is taking 17 units 
and holding down a part-time cam- 
pus job in addition to practicing track 
10-15 hours per week. On the week- 
ends, she works another part-time 
job and also schedules ina nice, long 
run. In addition to pole vaulting, Dahl 
also runs cross-country. 

The 2000 Olympics will be 
the first games to feature 
women’s pole vaulting as 
a track and field event and 
this is only the second 
year itis offered through 
CSUS as an event. 
“It’s a brand new 
sport to women and 
it’s exciting to fi- 
nally be al- 
lowed to 
compete in 
it,” Dahl 
said. 

Pe oulge 
vaulting involves running a short dis- 
tance — about 60 to 80 feet — plac- 
ing and using apolecorrectly to hurdle 
over a bar 10 to 16 feet high and 
landing successfully on a mat on the 
other side. 

Neff compares pole vaulting to 
flying — but without a plane. 

“Timing is the most important 
thing,” said Dahl. “You need to know

y and large last weekend’s 
draft was a fairly predict- 
able event. But in the days 
leading up to the draft, the Chargers 
were the main topic of discussion. 

San Diego traded two first-round 
draft picks and two quality players to 
move from No. 3 to the No. 2 spot, to 
pick Washington State quarterback 
Ryan Leaf. 

The question remains whether the 
Chargers gave up too much to get 
Leaf. Taylor is about to find out first 
hand. 

The Taylor family is no stranger 
to life in the NFL. Tyrone’s father, 
Altie Taylor, was a star running back 
for the Detroit Lions from 1969-76 
and with the Houston Oilers in 1976. 
Altie was also acollegiate All-Ameri- 
can with Utah State. 

ne person who was not 

surprised with Taylor’s 

signing was Hornet foot- 
ball head coach John Volek. 

“He’s done an outstanding job 
here,” Volek said. 

Asa walk-on transfer student from 
Los Medanos College in Pittsburg, 
Taylor earned a scholarship during 
spring practice of his first year as a 


Hornet and was selected by his team-

when to plant.” 

Dahl is confident in her ability in 
vaulting where strength, speed and 
timing are concerned, but she is cur- 
rently working on her “‘rock-back.”’ 

ocking-back is the tech- 
nique in which the vaulter 
has to bring his or her legs 
up and back as they go over the pole. 

In order to get to the next level 
Dahl needs to master the rock-back. 

Hees not the best track person by 
far,” she said. 

There is a'lot of flexibility re- 
quired to pole vault; athletes with a 
gymnastics background tend to fare 
better. 


Dahl does not have gymnastics 


experience, so she needs to work on 
her flexibility. In addition to vault- 
ing, her training also involves swim- 
ming, weight training and running. 

Dahl placed third in pole vaulting at 
both the indoor and outdoor confer- 
ences held last year in March and May. 

“T didn’t see a lot of third places 
walk out of there,” Neff said. 

Neff believes Dahl and her fellow 
vaulters will be factors at the national 
level in another year or two. 

The pole vaulters and the rest of 
the track and field team can be seen 
flying at the next home meet to be 
held May 2.

Men’s volleyball falls at 
national championships

AUSTIN, TX—Atany other time, 
the chance to party in Texas would 
have been welcome for the Sacra- 
mento State men’s club volleyball 
team. 

But, unfortunately for the Hor- 
nets, the extra time in Texas meant a 
premature end to their hopes for a 
second-straight national title, as Sac 
State was knocked off in the first 
round of the National Collegiate Club 
Volleyball National Championships 
last Saturday at the University of 
Texas. 

The third-ranked Hornets, who 
were looking to nab their third title in 


four years, fell to No. 5 Washington 
State 4-15, 15-7, 15-10. 

Norm Silliman, one of the team’s 
top passers and hitters, suffered a 
severe groin injury in the second 
game, and the Cougars took advan- 
tage of the opportunity. 

“That hurt us really bad,” Sac State 
club president Dave Proffitt said. 
“They really picked it up after that.” 

Silliman’s absence forced the 
Hornets to go to two passers on Wash- 
ington State’s serve, to which the 
Cougars responded with improved 
serving and increased confidence. The 
combination was too much for the 
Hornets to handle, and Washington

Prop 227 Is 
BAD LAW 


As a CSUS student hoping to 
become a teacher, I was recently 
informed about an alarming 
proposition that will be on this 
June’s election ballot. Proposi- 
tion 227 is a poorly written and 
poorly thought-out initiative that 
would be an untested experiment 
on California’s school children. 

Proposition 227, the so-called 
“English for the Children Act,” 
would throw all school districts 
into chaos. The proposition would 
destroy California’s bilingual 
education programs. 

Proposition 227 will force 
schools to place limited English 
students into one sheltered En- 
glish class for only 180 days. Not 


only has it been scientifically 
proven that it takes four to seven 
years to learn academic English, 
the students would also lose a 
year of instruction in other core 
classes. 

In this English intensive 
course, students of all ages would 
be placed in the same class. A 
young girl of 5 learning basic ad- 
dition could be in the same class 
as a 13-year-old boy learning al- 
gebra. Additionally, Proposition 
227 does not require the teachers 
of these sheltered English classes 
to be properly trained in assisting 
limited English students. After the 
180 days of English instruction, 
allwithe... students, : wall... .be 
mainstreamed, whether they are 
competent in English or not. Many 
limited English students will fail 
or drop out. 

Proposition 227 will allow any- 


one to sue teachers for any other 
language besides English, even if 
it is the best way to instruct the 
students. This proposition could 
cost the taxpayers $50 million 
each year for the next 10 years. 
This $50 million, taken from the 
state’s general fund, will be given 
to the family members of limited 
English students who pledge to 
tutor their children in English. 
Will these parents be qualified 
instructors of English? Wouldn’t 
this money be better saved? 

Bilingual education needs help, 
but Proposition 227 is not the an- 
swer. We cannot risk wasting 10 
years of our children’s education 
and our tax dollars on an experi- 
ment. Please register to vote by 
May 1 and vote no on 227.

Ani Di Franco excels in “Little 
Plastic Castle.” While some may re- 
call her earlier works, “Not So Soft” 
and “Not a Pretty Girl,” she is prob- 
ably best known as a result of Alana 
Davis’ cover of “32 Flavors.”

The only dissent of the bill at the 
Education Committee came from 
Karen Alpertson, a representative of 
the California State University Sys- 
tem, who called the idea “unneces- 
sary” and “duplicative.” 


According to Alpertson, the CSU 
System spends $45 million a year state- 
wide for recruitment purposes and 
claims that there are lots of other ways 
for college representatives to commu- 
nicate the same ideas as SB 1787, in- 
cluding mentoring and mailers.

Cook received 53 percent of the 
vote, beating opponent Geoff 
Sakala. 

“I feel pretty good right now,” 
Cook said. “First I’m going to work 
on increasing DOC/SEL (Dollars 
for Clubs and Student Education 
and Leadership) funds. I’m also 
going to make sure ASPECT (on- 
line teacher evaluations) is the best 
thing ever created.” 

Fifty-five percent of the students 
voted down the referendum for the 
$8 University Union fee increase. 

However, over 80 percent of the 
student voters passed tthe two ASI 
referendums ‘to clarify qualifica- 
tions for board candidates and re- 
quire a 2.5 grade point average for 
board members. 

Only 1,918 of 22,720 total eli- 
gible students turned out to vote 
Tuesday and Wednesday, although

ASI projected an increased turnout 
from last year. 

“Increase of voter turnout has 
always been a priority,” said ASI 
Executive Director Carol Ackerson. 
“This year we had a raffle and tried 
to move the voting booths to where 
there would be better traffic. Obvi- 
ously, with this kind of campaign, 
it’s very hard for students to miss 
there was an election.” 

Ackerson suggested various rea- 
sons for the low voter turnout. 

“Last year we were much more 
visible about the fee increase. Fee 


increases are more apt to bring out 
voters,” she said. “Another prob- 
lem is that spring break keeps mov- 
ing around. That could have had an 
impact.” 

For a valid election, ASI bylaws 
require a Spercent voter turn-out. 
Over 8 percent voted this week. 

“When you look at the issue (of 


_low voter turnout), this is not an 


issue unique to this campus. There 
are CSUs that have had less than 5 
percent turnout. We’ve never had 
to really struggle to get over that 
amount.”
